CULTURE  NOTES  FOR  THE  CARE  OF  DAHLIAS 

PESTS — Thrip  is  the  worst  enemy.  It  starts  early  .in  the  Spring  to 
feed  upon  the  tender  young  shoots  and  flower  buds,  causing  them  to  turn 
brown,  the  leaves  to  have  a curled  crumpled  appearance  and  the  flower  buds 
are  hindered  from  further  development.  If  not  speedily  conquered,  the 
plant  becomes  greatly  weakened  and  seldom  ever  entirely  recovers  from  its 
attacks.  Thrip  is  so  tiny  that  it  cannot  be  easily  seen  with  the  naked  eye. 
Keep  a keen  watch  for  it. 

REMEDY — Dust  freely  with  flower  of  sulphur  in  the  morning.  It 
should  be  done  four  times  at  intervals  of  four  days;  after  which  the  plants 
can  be  kept  clean  by  spraying  them  with  a strong  pressure  of  water  through 
the  garden  hose.  Some  good  growers,  soon  as  the  shoot  come  through, 
spray  with  “Black  Leaf  Forty”  every  week  to  be  sure  to  keep  them  away. 

MILDEW — Is  usually  caused  by  sudden  extremes  in  the  temperature 
or  extremes  in  wet  and  dry  soil  or  growing  plants  too  close  together.  Dahlias 
like  air  and  sunshine. 

REMEDY — Dust  freely  with  flower  of  sulpher  in  the  morning  while 
the  dew  is  on  the  leaves. 

RED  SPIDER— -It  can  never  appear  if  overhead  watering  is  practiced. 
When  it  dose  come,  flower  of  sulphur  is  the  remedy. 


Many  of  the  best  dahlia  growers  sprinkle  their  dahlia  plants  nearly  every 
night  in  hot  weather  to  keep  all  insect  pests  away,  but  do  not  sprinkle  after 
October  1st. 


HOW  TO  KEEP  DAHLIA  CUT  FLOWERS 

Cut  the  flowers  in  the  late  evening  and  early  in  the  morning  while  the 
dew  is  still  on  them.  Burn  the  ends  of  the  stems  in  a gas  flame,  or  better 
still  dip  ends  of  stems  in  boling  water  for  about  15  seconds,  or  longer. 
The  longer  the  stems  and  harder  the  growth,  the  longer  they  should  be  kept 
in  hot  water.  Dip  them  in  not  more  than  3 inches.  Then  immediately 
put  them  in  deep  cold  water  in  a cool  place  and  let  them  remain  there  for 
about  two  hours  to  cure.  The  deeper  cut  dahlia  stems  are  kept  in  water 
the  longer  they  will  keep  fresh.
